Document 1 (see the claims) describes the compounds represented by formula (I) of the present 
application, but neither describes nor suggests that the compounds can be used as IL-6 production 
inhibitors. Furthermore, the compounds described in document 1 are excluded from claims 4-13. 

Document 2 (see the claims, and page 2, line 15 to page 3, line 12) describes hydroxamic acid 
derivatives as IL-6 production inhibitors, but the compounds represented by formula (I) of the present 
application are different from the hydroxamic acid derivatives described in document 2. 

Because of the above, the subject matters of claims 1-13 appear to be novel and to involve an 
inventive step. 
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
